THE RUSSIAN THI8TLI. 


[Newspaper Bulletin No. 28.] 


Tbe Russian tumble-weed, commonly 


£npwu as. the Russian thistle, baa ap 
peared in Nevada. Thns far it baa been 
reported from only one locality—a 
point about three miles west of Keno 
and a little east of Chalk bluffs. Here, 
for a hundred yards or more, scattered 
beds and eingle bunches of tbe plant 
may be found growing in dry Band and 
gravel along tbe north side of tbe 
Southern Fauiflo embankment. 


Ia general appearance this dangerous 


weed resembles slightly a withered 
pigweed. It is a low growing, thickly 
spreading annual plant, bristling with 
short, keen spines. In favorable sur 
roundinga it 
forms 
thick, roundec 


bunches, from one to two feet high anc 
from three to six feet in diameter. In 
tbe growing seaeoa the s'ema are long 
and slender, and tbe leaves are Sue 
small and juicy, When the pl-tnt get 
riper, however, the Itmves fall off, thi 
stems grow hard and wiry and etnpe< 
with red aud tbe spines become toagl 
and sharp. Liter on tbe whole plant 
now thoroughly matured and carrying 
thousands of seeds becomes so dr 
thnt it breaks off at the root and got 
rolling across the country before tb 
wind. The seeds aro bbakenout of tb 
tumbling mass of stems and may thu 
b< planted by the wind miles from 
fieir original location. Ibis is 
principal way iu which the uoxiou 
weed spreads over farms and valleys 
The banks of irrga'.iou ditches rffe 
good places for the plants to grow to 
lar^e size. The Feeds fall into th 
witerand are carried by it over tb 
fields from one end to the ocher. 


The plant is often carried into ne 


localities In the tends of garden pro 
duce aud grasses. Thus it was Intro 
duced into tbe United States in 1874 
in flctxaeed, sent from Russia to som 
B isBwu Jens iu South Dakota. To 
d-iy the farmers are fighting the ngl 
psst all over the northern and centra 
pirtof the United Stile?, from Call 
forum to New Ifork. 


I call the Busman thistle an ugl 


peat delibardta'y; for where it grow 
it exhausts tbe soil of its nitrogen an 
potash, thua robbing other plants o 
their food and tbe room to grow iu 
Its thorns make it a very great uuit 
auce iu the h-iudling of the crop; an 
iu crops of hay and grain it chokes uiii 
tangles in tbe batvebtiug machinery 
pricks tbe loga ef meu and horses an 
more or less spoils the bay after it ia 
out. 


To-day, the farmers of the Truckee 


Meadows stand face to face with this 
question: Shall we admit the Russian 
thistle to our gardens and our fields? 
Toe pest etanda at the western gate- 
way to our valley, ready to be scattered 
far and wide by 'our dusty Wasbce 
zephyrs. 
\Vill the farmers permit 


this, or will they meat and act with 
snob vigor that two yeara from now 
every trAce of Russian thistle will hare 
disappeared from this looalitj ? How 
much would tbe farmers of Nevada 
pay to have all the ticklegrass extermi- 
nated in two years?

Third—Our legislation must be enti rely;-
